In company with a classmate, Rev. 
Dr. Rudisill sailed for Europe June 
27. 
They will 
sail on 
the 
return 
voyage, September 16. 
Writing from The Hague, Holland, 
under date of July 23, Rev. Dr. Rudi­ 
sill says: 
“We 
are 
now 
making 
the 
ac­ 
quaintance of Holland. W’e have been 
moving rather fast during the past 
few days. 
W’e attended the evening 
service in the cathedral 
at 
Canter­ 
bury on Sunday and 
saw 
the 
old 
church of St. Martin later 
in 
the 
evening. 
St. .Martin’s is credited with 
a history dating to between 300 and 
400 years, that is, part of the build- , 
ing is believed to be that 
old. 
It I 
was there when St. Augustine came 
to 
convert 
the 
heathen 
Britons. 
( Evening services in England are held 
very early, usually at 6:30.) 
Sail From Folkstone 
“On 
Monday 
morning 
we sailed 
from Folkstone to Boulogne-au-mer, j 
France, and from there took a train to 
Brussels. 
We* passed through some 
of the towns that figured in the earlier 
part of the great war, Armentibles, 
Lille, Molinos, etc. 
There is no sign 
of war damage any 
longer 
visible. 
We arrived in Brussels in the even­ 
ing 
During the evening we made 
the acquaintance of some of the ‘folk­ 
ways,’ notably the beergarden extend-1 
ed to the street. 
It was mighty in­ 
teresting to one who had never be­ 
fore seen such a 
manifestation 
of 
civilization. 
The next day was the 
climax of the Belgian national holi­ 
days (fete), July 21. 
W’e got a view 
of King Albert as he left the royal 
palace for the day’s military inspec­ 
tion. 
lf there is any virtue in seeing 
royalty 
we 
have 
become 
rather 
saintly in the past two weeks. 
In 
the afternoon of July 21 we went to 
tho battlefield of Waterloo, which is 
not at Waterloo, but at Ste. Jean 
(Mount St. John), two miles away. I 
We climbed the great mound which is 
surmounted by a giant lion, and there 
with 
the 
whole 
field 
before 
us 
imagined the w*hole bloody procedure 
which spelled St. Helena for Napoleon.I 
The several farm involved, as well as 
the two very small villages of Mount 
Ste. Jean and Placenoit, 
are 
easily 
identified. 
There is a cyclorania of 
the battle on the ground, not quite so j 
large as the one at Gettysburg, but 
better arranged. 
Historic Sights 
“Then we walked out the Char­ 
leroi road for about a mile, through , 
the valley of decision, almost to the 
village 
of 
Placenoit. 
The 
valley 
which 
witnessed 
Napoleon’s down­ 
fall is indicative of anything but con­ 
flict, with its grass and sugar beets 
growing and the cattle and horses 
quietly pasturing there. 
W'e return­ 
ed to Brussels and on the way saw the 
house in which Wellington slept the 
night of the battle and a house in 
which Victor Hugo wrrote 
the 
last 
chapter of ‘Los Miserables.’* 
“The next morning we went to Ant­ 
werp and 
visited 
the 
art 
gallery, 
which is of about the same size and 
high character as 
that at Brussels. 
The Antwerp ‘Steen,’ an 
old 
jail, 
claimed attention. 
It was a place of

moved to the stockade at Salisbury, 
North Carolina, as the result of Sher­ 
man’s march to the sea, Sunday, with 
two others, 
determined to escape. 
They fled at noon, taking with them 
enough ground corn to last for three 
days. 
Their absence was not noted 
until night and they eluded pursuers 
by walking in creeks. 
After eleven j 
days and nights and daring to speak 
to but few people, Sunday and his 
friends reached the lines of General 
Kilpatrick, south of Atlanta.

Mind Keenest jt Eight A. M. 
Tests with Students Show 
Tests performed on 112 college stud­ 
ents by Dr. Donald Laird of Colgate 
university, indicate that the average 
mind does its best work at eight o'clock 
rn the morning and its poorest at four 
o’clock in the afternoon. Wednesday is 
the best day of the week for keen mental 
accomplishment, and Saturday the worst. 
Nine different tests were devised, in­ 
cluding problems in addition and sub­ 
traction, memory exercises and a psycho­ 
logical question, such as, “What is wrong 
with this room?” 
The students had 
been given previous examinations which 
showed that their intelligence was about 
equal, and were divided into squads of 
sixteen each. For six week* they were 
put through the trials at eight and ten 
o’clock in the morning, one and four 
o’clock in the afternoon and eight, nine 
and ten p.rn. 
So that they would not make special 
efforts on j articular days aud thus de­ 
stroy the value of the tests, they, were 
kept in the dark as to the real purpose 
of the experiments. 
In all, 4,704 test 
blanks were scored, 17.000 numbers add­ 
ed, 20.000 squared and 53.000 subtracted 
rn compiling the results.
